HOUSE MAKES PROGRESS 
ONRJUtEORGAMZATION 


Four Important Points Settled 


Yesterday, Each Having Far- 


reaching Effects 


Washington, Nov. 13. — Four im- 


portant points of the railroad reorgan- 
ization legislation were settled by the 
house today during consideration of 
the Esch railroad bill. Each of the 
provisions approved has far-reaching 
effects in providing capital to the car- 
riers, both in* the period immediately 
following government control and aft- 
erward.

Lady MacKenzle Plans Trip of 


Discovery on Tana River in 


African Jungles. 


REGION OF MUSE FORESTS 


Stream Broken by Rapid* and Water- 


falls and Abounding In Big Game 


and Snakes—Land of 


Big Anlmala. 


New York.—Heading an expedition 


to East Africa, which has as its ob- 
ject the exploration of the Tana river 
and the hunting of big game. Lady 
MacKenzle. the woman huntress, Is 
in New York completing details of the 
trip and arranging to dispose of tro- 
phies obtained in two expeditions ehe 
already has made to Africa. 


Upon her arrival at Mombasa, Af- 


rica, she will remain several days, su- 
perintending the shipment of nine tons 
of trophies she has stored there. 
These Include many rare specimens of 
heads and skins of animals, and will 
be presented to the Bronx Zoological 
Kuseum, the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, the Smithsonian institu- 
tion, an<! other institutions. 


One rare trophy is the head and fUn 


of a garnnak, an animal with a neck 
and head like a giraffe, which is eel* 
dom seen in the open, according to 
Lady MacKenzle, who shot the beast. 


In her forthcoming expedition Lady 


MacEenzle said she would be accom- 
panied by F. Fostma, who was with 
her on her other banting trips. Wil- 
liam ("Bill") Judd, who was with 
Colonel Boosevelt's hunting expedition 
In Africa; B. Shelley, one of Paul 
Ralney's hunters, and Pete Pearson. 


The Tana river, Lady MacKenzle 


said, is one of tho most treacherous 
streams in the1 world. It is fall of 
whirlpools, waterfalls and dangerous 
rapids. 
At places along its winding 


course the forests are so dense that 
travel Is possible only by literally 
climbing over the tops of the trees. 
The length of the river is estimated at 
from 2,000 to 3,000 miles. 


Land of Big Animals. 


"I am returning to continue work 


that was interrupted by the war," she 
said. "In 1916 I was about to start 
the exploration of the Tana, and had 
established my camp at the junction 
of the Tana and the Thekl, when I was 
told I would have to stop. 


"I appreciate .the danger that lies be- 


fore me, but I feel thfe discoveries that 
will be made will be worth risking tcy 
life for. What is along that river can 
only be guessed at. The Somalia anc 
the Wanderobas have at times reporter 
'too much elephant,' meaning a grea 
herd or great herds of elephants. At 
other-times they have told us of huge 
'lions, great rhinoceroses, hlppopota 
muses, and other great beasts. I wan 
to find oat If their tales are true and to 
get some specimens. I know that big 
snakes are to he found along the river, 
for I have seen them. They are what I 
really fear. 


"After I have supervised the «Jp- 


ment of the trophies, I am going to 
visit the Masai. I want to take with 
roe a complete surgical and medical 
outfit. Including a medical man and 
his assistants. This race, one of the 
most remarkable In Africa, is afflicted 
with an eye disease that closely resent- 
bles trachoma. Unless It speedily la 
checked, the tribe will become totally 
blind In a few years. 
1 also hope to accomplish another 


mission. The Masai women are practic- 
ing a f one of race suicide. They fear 
that In time the whites will make them 
and their children slaves and servants. 
I saw only seven children in the tribes. 
It Is only a question of a short time 
before this race becomes extinct, on- 
less they are made to understand the 
white people no longer ink* slue* $1 
black people." 
__ 


How Germans Preparwfln Africa! 
Illustrating some conditions she win 


face on her trip. Lady MacKenzle told 
of Incidents of her expedition In 1916. 
She gave an interesting sidelight on 
how thoroughly the Germans In Ger- 
man East Africa had prepared for the 
war. 
She said: 


"We were hunting lions on the Ger- 


man East African border when one 
day we saw a party of blacks maneu- 
vering. We could not rcake out what 
they were doing until they crossed the 
border. Then we thought they were 
going to attack the British Africans. 
Things looked very serious and we de- 
cided to move camp. The rapid ap- 
proach of the blacks forced us to leave 
hurriedly, but we were able to hide 
nearly all of our supplies and equip- 
ment. 


"Three weeks later we reached Nai- 


robi and reported tvhat we had seen. 
The British authorities cent out run- 
ners to learn what was golntr on. They 
reported that the German Africans had 
seized all the water holes and were 
occupying other strategic points. This 
was four weeks after we had report- 
ed.

Operations for More Than Two 


'' Centuries. 


The Pass, Man. — Investigations 


which were begun by mining experts 
hi tire wild region north of here, short- 
ly after the recent gold strike near 
Athapupnskow, are enid to have dis- 
closed the fact that mining operations 
have been in progress In the Hud- 
son bay region for more than 200 
years. 


The Hudson Bay company, which 


holds perpetual land grants and min- 
eral rights, has been doing the mining, 
according to preliminary teports re- 
ceived here. It is.understood that the 
mining industry in that region was 
more or less of a secret, but that the 
only reason for secrecy was to keep 
adventurers from trespassing on com- 
pany property.

WORKING H17 COUNTRIES 


Shipment ef Further Relief Material 


From the United States to Europe 


Continues In a Large Way— 


One-Third to France. 


Paris.—Because many inaccurate 


reports of large Gales of American 
Red Cross merchandise have appeared 
in Uie lust few weeks, Red Cross 
headquarters In Paris has Issued a 
statement explaining that the only ma- 
terials which have been sold are cer- 
tain perishables, second hand equip- 
ment, surplus stocks and articles 
which can no longer be used for direct 
relief work, either in France or in 
Eastern Europe. 


The total eales of surplus and 


second hand material by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross In Europe will aggre- 
gate- not more than 30.000,000 francs, 
Rays the Red Cross, while the value 
of the relief material distributed hi 
Europe during July and August alone 
amounted to more than 100,000.000 
francs. 


Work In 17 Countries. 


The American Red Cross Is now con- 


ducting operations In seventeen >Eu- 
ropean countries. The relief material 
distributed in France, mainly In the 
devastated districts, since the arm- 
istice, is valued at more than 125,000,- 
GOO francs, while In the same period 
other European countries have re- 
ceived more than 20,000,000 francs' 
of similar supplies, Including not only 
medical and surgical material, but also 
clothing, food, barracks, etc. 


Such sales as have been authorized 


in France 
have 
been conducted 


through the American Red Cross li- 
quidation board. The official statement 
says regarding this material: 


"Unexpectedly heavy expanses of 


work in Poland and the Balkan states, 
and the beginnings of new relief ac- 
tivities in western and southern Rus- 
sia rrade it advisable to turn these 
stocks Into cash to assist the re'icf 
programs, as well as to save certain 
of the accumulated stocks from total 
loss. 


Supplies Still Come. 


"Of all the relief material In the 


American Red Cross warehouses on 
May 1, one-third was set aside for dis- 
tribution in the devastated districts 


of France. The distribution of (oil 
material to still continuing, and will 
continue 'for months to come, white 
the shipments of relief material to 
the commissions In eastern Europe 
ore on a constantly Increasing seal*, 
and will continue for many months, 


"In the meantime the shipment of 


further relief material from the Unit- 
ed States continues In a large tray, 
and we have recently received notice 
from America of the early shipment 
of supplies valued at 40,000.000 franc*."
